Composed  of  55  points  allotted  to  Music  and  45  points  allotted  on  Marching  and 
Maneuvering.  You  can  immediately  see  where  the  emphasis  is— on  music. 

Total  scoring  system  is  composed  of  the  following  Judges  on  the  field  and  in  the 
stands  or  pressbox. 

JUDGES: 

2 on  “MARCHING  and  MANEUVERING,”  using  a negative  point  system,  starting 
with  20  points  they  will  look  for  errors  in  interval,  distance,  cover,  dress,  breaks, 
turns,  equipment  handling,  etc.  Each  error  is  recorded  on  the  sheet,  by  the  use  of  a 
“tick  mark,”  representing  1/10  of  a point. 

2 on  “MUSIC,”  starting  with  25  points,  and  using  the  same  negative  “tick  mark” 
system.  They  are  listening  for  errors  in  attacks,  articulation,  releases,  intonation, 
rhythmic  accuracy,  tonal  accuracy  and  quality,  etc. 

The  scores  of  the  above  Judges,  who  are  on  the  field  are  calculated  by  the  Tabulator 
Judge  and  averaged  out. 

4 Judges,  as  follows,  will  be  in  the  pressbox  or  stands. 

2 Judges  on  GENERAL  EFFECT  MARCHING  and  MANEUVERING.  They  will  be 
scoring  from  a positive  viewpoint.  Judges  will  be  expressing  their  opinion,  as  to  how 
the  show  effects  them  relative  to  the  other  bands  in  the  show.  They  are  evaluating 
the  overall  performance,  repertoire,  band  front  coordination  and  showmanship. 
They  will  have  25  points  with  which  to  work.  They  will  be  using  tape  recorders  at 
this  time. 

2 Judges  on  GENERAL  EFFECT  MUSIC,  also  scoring  in  a positive  standpoint,  and 
working  with  a maximum  of  35  points.  They  will  be  expressing  their  opinion  relative 
to  the  other  bands,  an  evaluation  of  the  band’s  performance  in  the  areas  of  reper- 
toire, difficulty  of  music,  quality  of  performance,  and  expression  of  showmanship. 
Within  these  categories  they  will  be  giving  evaluations  on  arrangements,  musical 
demands,  effectiveness,  difficulty,  purity  of  tone,  melodic  and  harmonic  balance, 
phrasing  and  many  other  elements. 

Again,  the  scores  assigned  are  then  averaged  by  the  tabulator.  Then  both  score  of  the 
General  Effect  and  Execution  are  added  together  to  give  the  total  gross  score. 

The  TIMING  Judge,  on  the  field,  is  watching  for  procedural  violations.  Each  piece  of 
equipment  dropped  is  a penalty  of  1/10  of  a point. 

Each  Band  must  be  on  the  field  for  a minimum  of  10  minutes,  of  which  6 minutes, 
they  must  be  in  motion.  There  is  a modified  American  Flag  code  that  must  be 
adhered  to.
